government? 
The first gun in favor ol a halt, at 
least temporarily, to hiring of more 
county help was sounded by a third 
supervisorial 
district 
candidate, 
businessman Jim B Worthen, as the 
c o u n t y 
a u d i t o r 
a n n o u n c e d 
departm ent heads are asking for 177 
new county positions in the 1972-73 
county budget. 
Other voices from other rooms, 
chiefly from taxpayer groups, are 
expected to take up the chorus now. 
pointing out the list of full-time 
county employes under civil service 
protection for the most part now 
totals a record 2,603, drawing more 
than $25-million in annual pay and 
fringe benefits. 
The Worthen warning cam e as 
County Auditor Paul Floyd toted up 
departm ental requests for the new 
fiscal year starting July 1 and found 
they add up to a record-busting 
$65,262,494, in excess of $5.129,000 
over 
the 
current 
general 
fund 
budget. 
“ There should be a halt to hiring 
for now. as was done for several 
m onths 
last 
y e a r," 
W orthen 
claimed He said he obtained figures 
showing the total county work force 
including extra help positions is now 
at 2,865 .’’

administrative alignments. 
The 
Health 
Research 
Group said Winkler asked 
for a discussion of his 
transfer and was told by the 
director of the Bureau of 
Drugs that his division 'was 
a source of complaints from 
the drug industry and their 
drug investigators.

Congressman wants My Lai report 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —Rep. Les Aspin, 
D-Wis., today asked a federal court to 
order the Pentagon to turn over to him its 
confidential investigative report on the My 
Lai massacre. 
Aspin. a former analyst in the Defense 
Department, invoked the Freedom of 
Information Act in his suit. The law 
requires 
access 
by 
the 
public 
to 
government 
documents 
except 
those 
exempted for security reasons. 
Aspin demanded release of the “ Peers 
Commission Report" on the slayings of 
Vietnamese civilians by U.S. troops at My 
Lai, and asked the court to order Defense 
Secretary Melvin R 
Laird and Army 
Secretary Robert F. Froehlke to comply. 
He claimed the report was not protected by 
exemptions in the Freedom of Information 
law 


In a letter to Laird Feb 18. Aspin said 
the Army’s claim that the report might 
affect pending prosecution of individuals 
named in the report no longer was valid 
since all trials were completed and only an 
appeal —that of Lt. William L. Calley 
—was pending. 


A spokesman 
for 
Aspin said that 
"obviously on an appeal, new evidence 
cannot be introduced but only questions of 
law and procedure can be raised" so that 
the Pentagon excuse no longer was valid. 
An Army counsel, in response to Aspin’s 
letter, 
claimed exemption 
under the 
information act on grounds that release 
would violate personal privacy, that the 
report is an intraagency memorandum and 
that it is still "a cruciai part of the pending 
administrative actions. 


10 killed in headon crash

Patrolman Bill Scott and his partner were 
in the process of setting up a roadblock 
near this Texas Panhandle town on a lonely 
two-lane stretch of highway when they 
heard sirens in the distance. 
Suddenly a car packed with youngsters 
whizzed past them so fast it could not stay 
on its side of the road on a slight curve 
Another car, also filled with young 
persons, came around the curve going the 
opposite direction at the exact same 
moment Saturday night They collided. 


"Things went everywhere," Scott said 
"My partner and I witnessed it. They came 
by us before we could get the roadblock set 
up ’’ 
Each car carried five persons. All 10 
were killed One was 1 year old, but most of 
them were teen-agers. The wreck was as 
bad as any in Texas history. Only three 
times in the past two-car accidents have 
killed 10 persons. 
"All of them were pinned in the cars, and 
we literally had to pry the cars apart to get 
them out." Scott said "The impact pushed 
both motors back to the front seat.”

him. 


Granted 
the provocations are 
great. At the start of his campaign 
in Madison the other day he was 
reading a serious paper on ecology 
before the Wisconsin Resources 
Conservation Council when the hall 
was invaded by welfare protesters 
They shouted demands that he state 
his position on the welfare reform 
bill now before Congress. Attempts 
to answer were met with more 
shouts and in the end the chairman 
of the conservation conference saw 
there was no use continuing and, 
since Muskie bad read his paper, he 
left the platform

concerning the missing explosives is 
that they believe most of them have

There are whales in the channel 
and off the coast. Watch from the 
bluff above Surf, the cliff where 101 
meets the coast near Gaviota, a 
small boat.

Whales, 45 feet long 
at most,

Sebastian Vizcaino in 1002 logged 
that Monterey Bay was populated 
with 
them. 
The Spanish 
and 
Mexicans weren’t very interested in 
whaling, 
but 
the same 
Earth- 
subduing spirit that drove New 
Englanders to harvest the Blue, 
Sperm and most others to near 
oblivion also brought the first Anglo- 
Californians 
to 
the 
inlets 
where breeding Greys could be 
slaughtered 
with 
ease 
in 
the 
shallows 
They were thought extinct by the 
1890s, at least there weren’t enough 
left to hunt, and the industry was 
abandoned 
By the 1920s they'd 
recovered somewhat and another 
open season slaughter began, lasting 
until 1937 when, because there were 
again too few Greys to foot the cost 
of a cruise, the U S 
and other 
whaling nations (Russia also, but 
not Japan) agreed to slop taking 
them.
